WASHINGTON COURT HOUSE, 
Ohio (AP) - Mark Bernard M atson- 
ms body found cemented in a torture 
house in Florida--‘was a typical boy. 
showed

••But he didn’t die a typical boy.” 
Wally Matson, one of 16-year-old 
Mark s many cousins and realties 
who live in his Washington Court 
House hometown, was also insistent, 
He was not a bad boy.” 


Florida police found his body 
Saturday severed and wedged in a 
concrete block inside a one-story, 
Dade 
County home 
filled with 
soundproofing and torture equipment. 
Mark’s father, a correctional guard, 
and mother, a nurse, went to Florida 


just hours 
before 
his body was 
discovered, Washington Court House 
police said. 


They were to explore the Fort 
Lauderdale beaches for traces of their 
son after a Kentucky girl claimed she 
had Mark’s billfold. They arrived in 
time to hear his cut up body was being 
chipped away from the cement. 


At the Washington Court House 
home on a dark quiet street on the 
city’s northside early this morning, his 
grandparents sat solemnly describing 
their lost grandson. 
“He was a good boy. He was a homey 
boy,” his grandmother repeated. She 
choked between words and covered 
her eyes each time she imagined the 
torture her grandson went through. 


Mark’s youngest brother, Bruce, ll, 
left the 
living 
room 
filled 
with 
reminders of Mark— family portraits 
hanging on the walls—whenever she 
spoke of Mark. Bruce’s lips held tight. 
“He was a good boy,” she kept 
saying. 


M ark’s 
parents 
reported 
him 
missing July 16, six days after he 
failed to arrive at his 20-year-old 
brother’s home in Ocala, Fla. 


The police report read: “Mr. Matson 
reported his juvenile son was possibly 
in Florida. Parents drove to Florida; 
but Mark had not shown up at his 
brother’s house. And no trace of him 
was found.” 
The report 
also 
noted 
Mark 
sometimes wore a long black wig to 


cover his brown hair. 
His dad didn’t want him to wear 
head bands and all the fashions they 
wear today," said Pamela Dolphin, 
one of his teen-aged friends. She said 
he used to argue with his father over 
contemporary style. 


Another friend, Linda Lutz, said, 
“He said something about leaving, but 
I didn’t think he was.” 


Neither girl thought Mark had a 
steady girl friend. They did not 
recognize the 16-year-old Frankfort, 
Ky., girl who was reportedly tortured 
with Mark. 
Frankfort, 
Ky., 
is 
120 m iles 
southwest of Washington Court House, 
a community of 12,500 about 40 miles 
southwest of Columbus, Ohio. His 


relatives did not know when Mark met 
the girl. 
Fred Jones, principal at Washington 
Senior High School where Mark would 
have been a junior this fall, said he met 
the youth once. "He was the quiet, 
average type kid,” he said. 


Mark planned to enroll in a third 
industrial arts class taught by Gene 
Hughes this term He was a vocational 
major. 
"He was rather quiet. In industrial 
arts, he was below average. He didn’t 
have much incentive,” Hughes said. 


“He seemed to get along very well 
with other boys in the class He didn't 
have any close friends in my class. He 
wasn’t withdrawn, though,” he said. 
Donald Gibbs counseled Mark at 


school. "He was a hard one to get to 
know. He never said too much. If you 
asked him a question, he gave you a 
two-word answer. He’d never elabo­ 
rate. 
"He didn’t seem to have any goals or 
be in a big rush to formulate them,” 
Gibbs said. "He just drifted along.” 
Another classmate at Washington, 
Bill Smith, said Mark "didn’t get along 
with teachers that well. 
"I guess he just went to school 
because he had too. He’d like to go out 
and have a good time. He played 
basketball a lot. He and his family 
always had problems,” Smith said. 
Both parents were expected to 
return to Ohio today. It was uncertain 
when the remains would be returned 
for burial.

Dies; Flying Ace 
In World War I 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, a grade school dropout 
vho survived dogfights with the Red 
Raron to become a World War I flying 
ice and the guiding genius behind 
Eastern Airlines, died today in Zurich, 
Switzerland, Eastern officials said. He 
vas 82.

Rickenbacker died of heart failure at a 
Zurich hospital. His wife was with him 
it the time.

An Eastern spokesman said funeral 
ervices would be held in Columbus, 
)hio, his native city, later this week. 
Rickenbacker was the epitome of 
very Walter Mitty’s dream. 
As early as 1914, he was pushing race 
ars to 134 miles an hour on the sands 
t Daytona Beach. 
By the time the United States 
ntered World War I, Rickenbacker 
iras earning $40,000 a year as an auto 
peed demon. 
In 1917 he enlisted in the Army and 
ecame staff driver for Gen. John J.

Surrounded by three scarlet nosed 
Lanes of the German “ace of aces, 
ickenbacker tried to get away but his 
ursuers showed "extraordinary 
droitness in handling their machines. 
he heavens seemed quite crowded 


with three dancing Fokkers. 
"After a time, an opportunity came 
to try to outrun them, and with the 
motor full open and the nose straight 
down, I looked back and saw them fad­ 
ing away in my rear.” 


The American who learned to fly by 
the seat of his pants later was to say: 
"From hero to zero is about the 
average hero’s fate. This hero business 
shouldn’t be taken too seriously.” 
But a generation later and half a 
world away, Rickenbacker’s cool head 
in another war gained him the "hero" 
badge again. 
While on a mission for the secretary 
of war, the B17 in which he was a 
civilian passenger ran out of fuel on 
Oct. 21, 1942, and ditched in the South 
Pacific some 600 miles north of Samoa. 
The eight men aboard escaped with 
their lives and four "scraw ny” 
oranges. 
"After the oranges were gone,” 
Rickenbacker recalled, “there showed 
up a terrific lot of pangs of hunger and 
we prayed for food. Within an hour 
after prayer meeting a seagull came in 
and landed on my head ... we wrung his 
head and feathers from him and 
carved up his carcass and distributed 
and used his innards for bait.” 
Drinking rain water and eating fish 
lured by the seagull’s guts, seven of the 
eight survived 24 days on the craft be­ 
fore being rescued. 
A year earlier, Rickenbacker was 
critically injured when an EAL 
passenger plane crashed in a pine 
wood near Atlanta, Ga., killing eight. 
Although trapped in the twisted 
wreckage and pinned over the body of 
a dead passenger, the Eastern 
president told his fellow survivors: 
“I ’m awfully sorry this had to happen 
to you men.” 
R ickenbacker’s 
entry 
into 
commercial aviation came through the 
auto industry. His Rickenbacker 
Motor Co. designed the first car with 
fourwheel brakes, but stiff competition 
forced his auto off the market and his 
company into oblivion soon after the 
birth of both. Again he turned to air­ 
planes. 
Taking over management of EAL in 
1935, he paid General Motors $3.5 
million for it three years later and 
becam e 
president 
and 
general 
m anager. 
He was made board 
chairman in 1953 and retired in 1963. 


Skyjackers Receive 
Cable From Germany 


DUBAI (AP) — Hijackers of a Japan 
Air lines jumbo jet with 143 persons 
aboard prepared for 
takeoff this 
evening, and told the Dubai control 
tower, "From now on, we are to be 
known as the Mt. Carmel Martyrs.’” 
It was not immediately 
known 
whether the hijackers were planning 
some kind of suicide mission or simply 
referring to the death of a female 
accomplice killed in a grenade 
explosion when the plane was diverted 
Friday. 
A coded message originating in West 
Germany told the hijackers earlier to 
kill the passengers immediately or let 
them go without delay. 
However, a spokesman for the air 
pirates said, "We will keep the people 
aboard the aircraft alive and in good 
condition. We will take them to a safe 
place.” 
In Karachi, airport authorities said 


they had "positive indications” the 
hijacked jet was to come to the 
Pakistani 
capital. 
Security 
arrangements were made at the 
Karachi airport, which was cordoned 
off by police. 
The message, signed off in code 
numbers, apparently was a cable sent 
from West Germany. 
The message said: "If you intend to 
kill the passengers on board jumbo 444 
do it at once, otherwise be human 
enough to release them. 
"It sounds ridiculous if you permit 


those whom you obviously want to kill 
to receive refreshments and meals. 
"Please give up your intentions. 
There are other means of unbloody 
possibilities to reach your political 
aims.” 
The message was signed off "13569, 
inhabitants of Federal Republic of 
Germany.” 


Palestinian guerrilla organizations 
frequently send coded messages 
including long series of numbers on 
radio broadcasts in the Mideast. 
The coded signoff could mean the 
message 
was 
transm itted 
by 
accom plices 
or 
allies 
in 
West 
Germany. 
Four hijackers are holding 
139

here, and the air pirates announced 
earlier that they had expected 
instructions very soon from their 
headquarters. 
The plane has been refueled, food 
was being sent out to it regularly, ami 
a small generator was connected to it 
to keep the air conditioning working, at 
least partially. But there was no 
communication during the night 
between the hijackers and the control 
tower. 
The plane was surrounded by about 


IOO police and Bedouin troops who 
were ordered to stay at least 300 yards 
from it.

Yoshihisa Miyashita. He had been 
wounded when a grenade carried by 
one of the terrorists — a I^atin

— 
exploded 
accidentally and killed her. 


The purser said there were four 
male hijackers in addition to the 
woman: a Japanese, a European, a 
bearded, darkskinned man who 
appeared to be a Pakistani or an Arab, 
and a fourth man, possibly a I .atm 
American, who had been the woman’s 
companion.

Nixon Rejects Panel Bid For Tapes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Word has 
been sent to the Senate Watergate 
committee that President Nixon will 
not permit the panel access to White 
House documents and tapes of presi­ 
dential conversations, The Associated 
Press has learned. 
Details of the President’s position 
were not revealed, but all indications 
were that the sevenman committee 
would meet in executive session today 
and vote unanimously to issue a 
subpoena for the Watergate-related 
materials. 
A subpoena could—but probably 
would not—name the President, one 
source close to White House and 
Senate negotiators said. 
The source, who indicated there had 
been 
informal discussions of the 
matter between White House and 
committee staff members, said: “I 
would expect the subpoena to be issued 
to the custodian of White House 
records and the person responsible for 
the tapes. 
“It would accomplish the same 
purpose and wouldn’t ruffle as many 
feathers.” 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Senate 
panel 
planned to continue 
its televised 
inquiry into the Watergate scandal, 
questioning ex-White House aide 
Gordon Strachan today with the 
President’s former top aides, John D. 
Ehrlichman and H. R. Haldeman next 
on the witness list. 
The confrontation between the 
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President and the Watergate panel 
over White House evidence has loomed 
for a month since Sen. Sam J. Ervin 
Jr., the committee chairman, first 
sought various documents the panel

Butz also predicted higher prices for 
farm products under the Phase 4 anti­ 
inflation program, but said “the heavy 
Soviet Union 
Touches Off 
Atomic Blast 


UPPSALA, Sweden <AP) — While 
Pacific Basin nations waited for the 
second explosion in France’s current 
nuclear test series, the Soviet Union 
apparently set off one of the largest 
underground blasts in its history. 
The Uppsala Seismological Institute 
said the underground expulsion at 
2:29:55 a.m. - 9:29:55 p.m. EDT - 
had a magnitude of 7.1 on the Richter 
Scale. The director of the institute, 
Prof. Marcus Baath, said there have 
been only five explosions in the last IO 
years with a Richter magnitude of 7 or 
more. 
The explosion occurred in the 
Semipalatinsk area of Siberia. 
The first device in France’s 1973 test 
series was exploded Saturday while 
suspended from a balloon 2,000 feet 
above the Mururoa Atoll. Its force was 
estimated at 5,500 tons of TNT. There 
was speculation that it was the atomic 
bomb to trigger the French hydrogen 
bomb. 
The French government maintained 
public silence on its test series. 
The explosion was observed from 22 
miles away by the New Zealand navy 
frigate Otago which was sent into the 
danger zone around the atoll as a pro­ 
test against the nuclear testing in the 
atmosphere.

Beef 
prices will remain frozen until Sept. 12. 
Prices of fruits and vegetables would 
depend on the current growing season 
production, Butz said. 
He also noted that “farmers are 
making money now” after "a long, dry 
period,” and said that this is as it 
should be. 
Stein said that Phase 4 will "get us 
over certain transitionary periods to a 
situation in which 
we will have 
reasonable price stability, high 
employment and a high level of eco­ 
nomic activity.” 
He described Phase 4 as being 
designed to slow the rate of price rises 
while permitting "those 
... price 
increases necessary to get production 
of most critical things, particularly 
food, and gradually fade out in time so 
we can get back to a free market.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - An Air 
Force major has accused the Army of 
failing to investigate dism issed 
misconduct charges against a group of 
expows and says he will file new 
mutiny charges against the men. 
Maj. Edward W. Leonard Jr., said, 
"I'm going to ask that the Army 
investigate, which it failed to do after 
Col. (Theodore) Guy filed his charges” 
against five Army and three Marine 
enlisted men who had been under 
Guy’s 
command 
in 
a 
North 
Vietnamese prison. Leonard also was 
a captive there. 
I leonard blamed the Army, although 
the Navy also dropped similar aiding- 
the-enemy and other charges. The 
secretaries of the Army and Navy both 
found on July 3 that there was 
insufficient evidence to take the cases 
to courts martial. 
”1 suggest the Army decided to drop 
charges and the Navy Department 
didrrt have much choice unless it 
wanted to have egg on its face,” 
leonard said in a telephone interview 
from Maxwell Air Force Base, Ala. 
“I do not believe that the POWS who 
served honorably were given an 
opportunity to present their side.” 
Leonard said that during the time 
they were in prison he himself shouted 
a direct order to “stop all forms of 
collaboration” and that he got back 
talk spiced with an obscenity. 
Army officials have acknowledged 
that their investigation of Guy’s 
charges involved only a study of 
docum ents, m ostly transcripts of 
general debriefing interviews with 
POWS conducted long before any 
formal accusations were filed.

When Nikita Khrushchev pursued 
his adventures in detente, he failed, in 
military parlance, to cover his rear. In 
attempting to “liberalize” the image 
of 
Soviet 
Russia 
abroad, 
he 
encouraged Ivan Ivanovitch at home 
to ask ‘'What’s in it for m e?” This, in a 
dictatorship, is a most uncomfortable 
question; it promotes unrest and leads 
to the inveitable crackdown. 
Ijeonid Brezhnev, a more cautious 
man than Khrushchev, isn’t making 
the same mistake. He is faced with an 
even more imperative need than 
Khrushchev’s to liberalize his position 
vis-a-vis the West; he needs imported 
grain to make up for the continuing 
deficiencies of Soviet farming, he must 
have peace in central Europe in order 
to face the Red (Tiinese in Asia, and he 
m ust have technological help to 
improve a ramshackle industry. So lie 
has to be hospitable to the American 
tycoonery — David Rockefeller of the 
Chase-Manhattan Bank, Dr. Armand 
Hammer of Occidental Petroleum, and 
many a lesser capitalist eminence — 
as they come seeking their bargains in 
Moscow. 
The U.S. State Department’s Under 
Secretary for Econom ic Affairs, 
William Casey, has doubled his Soviet- 
Ameriean trade development staff, 
which means the “busy-ness” of the 
business will proliferate. The Soviet 
citizen can’t help but be aware of the 
comings and the goings, and he will 
begin to wonder why more goodies 
don’t trickle down to him in short 
order. 
To forestall any em barrassing 
consequences, Brezhnev made sure 
that he would be in a position to tighten 
his dom estic screw s 
before he 
embarked on his Western jaunts. In 
the recasting of the Politburo, 
Brezhnev got rid of Pyotr Y. Shelest, 
who had been a foreign policy hard­ 
liner, and Gennadi I. Voronov, who had 
made trouble over agricultural policy.

The new 
members have not been known for 
their love of capitalism, but they go 
along with Brezhnev on the need for 
propitiating the West at least until the 
Soviet system begins to function with 
some efficiency. With Khrushchev’s 
fate in mind, the important thing to 
note about the Politburo presence of 
Grechko and Andropov is that between 
them they control the repressive 
apparatus that might be needed to 
keep a restive population from 
wanting too much too soon from the 
detente policies. 
Khrushchev, in giving the people a 
respite after 25 years of Stalinization, 
made the mistake of letting the 
novelist Solzhenitsyn and at least 99 
other liberal flowers bloom. The result 
was a limited literary renascence. But 
people 
began to 
ask 
too 
many 
questions. If socialism was indeed 
everything it was cracked up to be, 
how come that it had given birth to the 
monster Stalin?. Khrushchev had no 
satisfactory answer. Brezhnev hasn’t 
any good answer, either, so he is 
taking care to prevent any renewed 
flowering in the literary or dramatic 
arts. Soviet leaders took pains to be on 
hand for the opening of the Congres of 
the Soviet Artists’ Union last spring to 
listen to speeches extolling the 
im portance 
of 
“ an 
intensive 
ideological struggle against bourgeois 
esthetics.” 
Jean Riollot, writing for Radio 
Liberty, calls attention to “recent 
signs of bewilderment among sections 
of the Soviet public at the abrupt 
change in Moscow’s policy toward the 
United States.” Taking heed of the 
bewilderment, Brezhnev has had to 
justify his moves by warning his 


people that any 
detente between 
Moscow and Washington “will always 
be dom inated by the 
historical 
inevitability' of the class struggle 
between the capitalist and socialist 
system s.” Ivan Ivanovitch, if he has 
been 
reading 
the 
underground 
Samzidat literature that passes from 
hand to hand inside Russia, may 
regard this as the hoariest cliche in the 
Marxist-Leninist book, but with the 
head 
of 
the 
KGB 
standing 
by 
B rezhnev’s 
side 
in 
Politburo 
deliberations it isn’t likely that Ivan 
will revolt. As for the Communist 
regimes of Eastern Europe, they have 
been warned “not to draw wrong 
conclusions from Moscow’s current 
trad e dealings on the capitalist 
m arket.” 
Thus Brezhnev has it both ways, 
draw ing sustenance from foreign 
capitalism while he hangs on to 
socialist repression at home. And we, 
poor idiots, do our best to let him get 
away with it.

Every time I hear of a new sleeping 
pill I try it. 
All my friends have their own 
favorites. So far, I have not found the 
perfect one. 
Also, I find that I need to Uke more 
of die pills than anyone else does. 
I 
would like to break the habit 
completely. Is this possible? 
Miss L.J., Mass. 
Dear Miss J.: 
Insomnia is probably the greatest 
complaint brought to the attention of 
the doctor. 
It is a symptom disease, but rarely a 
disease itself. Some have attributed 
attributed insomina to the tensions of 
our society, reflected in the inner 
anxiety of tense, turbulent people. 
Doctors are accustomed to the 
chronic complaint of patients who say 
that they not slept more than two hours 
a night “in their entire lives.” In­ 
variably 
this 
turns 
out 
to 
be 
exaggerated. 
Many people esUblish false notions 
about sleep and resort, as you do, to 
the cycle of jumping from drug to 
drug. The body is a remarkable 
mechanism and knows its own in­ 
dividual need for sleep. These patterns 
vary with every person. 
There must be no complusive drive 
to get a fixed arbitrary number of 
hours of sleep. If one does this, he is 
more apt to resort to drugs when ac­ 
tually the body requirement for sleep 
does not demand it. 
I think you should re-evaulate your 
sleeping habits in terms of your pre- 


bedtime preparations. Many people 
expect that they can fall asleep after a 
heavy meal. 
Alcohol, tobacco, excitem ent of 
suspenseful television programs do not 
add to the ideal setting for sleep. 
A 
stressful 
day 
filled 
with 
overanxiety does not predispose one to 
an uninterrupted relaxing sleep. 
Planned exercise programs are often 
conductive to better and longer periods 
of sleep. 
It might be well for you to have some 
psychological studies made in an effort 
to pinpoint reasons why you either 
cannot fall asleep or sustain sleep with 
out drug dependence. 
There are, of course, a number of 
medical conditions that interfere with 
relaxing sleep. I assume that these 
have been ruled out in your case. 
Many people have benifitted by 
training in self-hypnosis under the 
supervision 
of 
highly 
trained 
specialists. 
Dr. Milton V. Kline, director of the 
Morton Prince Center for Hyp­ 
notherapy in New York City, has 
devised an excellent series 
of 
cassettes. These, when played before 
bedtime, have a marked soothing 
soporific effect and tend to modify 
restlessness and anxiety. 
Solicitous friends are constantly 
peddling their own private stock of 
sleeping pills. Many of these are 
potentially dangerous unless they are 
used under the specific direction of 
one’s own doctor, for a limited time 
only.

Census Data Shows Black Gains 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Census 
Bureau says black Americans have 
shown progress in some areas, notably 
education where twice as many attend 
college today than five years ago, but 
that they lag behind whites in most 
social and economic areas. 
The report issued Sunday said that 
about 727,000 blacks enrolled in college 
in 1972, double that of 1967. The 
number of whites enrolled last year 
was 7.4 million. 
The median family 
income for 
blacks in 1972 was $6,900, compared 
with $11,500 for whites — the same 
disparity as in 1967, the report said. 
There also was evidence that the 
number of poor blacks increased last 
year, 
while 
that 
of 
poor 
whites 
decreased. 
About 33 per cent of the black 
population, 7.7 million, were said to 
have been below the 1972 poverty level, 
compared with 9 per cent, 16.2 million, 
of the white population. 
In addition, the jobless rate for 
blacks and other nonwhites was IO per 
cent, the same as in 1971, compared 
with a drop from 5.4 to 5 per cent for

holiday falls at varying times between 
our Jan. 20 and Feb. 20; at the 
inception of the second new moon after 
Dec. 22, the winter solstice. 
Butchers 
serving 
oriental 
communities do a land office business 
in pork at this time of the year, 
because for the Chinese, pork is as 
much a traditional part of the lunar 
new year as turkey is at Thanksgiving 
time in American homes. 
Traditionally the Chinese holiday 
starts off with a dragon parade 
through the streets and crackling 
firecrackers to scare away evil spirits. 
But it is in the home that the true spirit 
of the day prevails and the age-old 
customs are observed. 
Years ago I was a New Year’s guest 
at the home of a Chinese college friend, 
and to this day I vividly recall the 
banquet from the delicate rice cake 
and lotus seed appetizers to the 
desserts, including succulent slices of 
apple dipped in batter, fried in oil, then 
coated with syrup. 
The meal itself consisted of roast 
suckling pig, crisp spareribs, sweet 
and sour pork delicacies and steamed 
pork dumplings, plus vegetables. 
After dinner, the grandfather, 
revered as the head of the house, gave 
thanks to the gods of earth, wealth and 
the afterworld. Then a container was 
burned before a brightly colored 
picture of Tsao Wang, the god of the 
kitchen, hanging above the stove. 
Since President Nixon made his 
historic visit to mainland China last 
year, there has been a sharp upsurge 
of American interest in Chinese food. 
New Chinese restaurants have been 
cropping up all over the country, and 
my grocer tells me that there has been 
a run on the Chinese food products on 
his shelves. Most of these dishes are 
economical and easy to prepare. Here 
is a Chinese recipe for sweet and sour 
pork adapted for use in American 
kitchens. 
I pound ground pork 
I can (7 ^ ounce) water chestnuts 
drained and coarsely grated 
I egg 
I teaspoon salt 


l« teaspoon pepper 
cup salad oil 
l4 cup white wine 
I box (19 ounce) sweet and sour 
dinner 
I package (16 ounce) frozen, shelled 
and deveined shrimp, cooked and 
drained 
I cup sliced scallions 
I garlic clove chopped 
I can (3 ounce) chow mein noodles 
In medium bowl, mix pork, water 
chestnuts, egg, salt and pepper. Shape 
mixture into 1-inch balls. In large 
skillet, heat oil. Brown meatballs on all 
sides. Mix wine with the glaze mix 
contained in sweet and sour dinner. 
Pour over meat and simmer, stirring 
until liquid is almost absorbed. Add 
shrimp, scallions and garlic. Stir in 
sweet and sour sauce. Simmer til hot 
and bubbling. Serve on a bed of chow 
mein noodles. Serves 6. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - The 
world’s king of colored gemstones — a 
German-Brazilian who boasts that he 
has “ more jewels than Tiffany’s.” — 
prefers buttons to cufflinks, wears no 
wristwatch, beclip or ring, and usually 
brings lunch from 
home to his 
executive dining room. 
His huge company, however, stocks 
138,506 pieces of jewelry, has hundreds 
of freelancers scouring the Brazilian 
interior for stones and employs a full­ 
time handwriting analsyst to weed out 
doubtful candidates for the 800- 
member staff. 
“ There’s no great secret,” explains 
Hans Stern, founder and head of the H. 
Stern jewelry empire with a crinkly 
smile and eyes twinkling behind his 
thick glasses. “ We have verticalized 
our 
operations 
by 
absorbing 
everything from the mines to the 
customer, to save costs and eliminate 
middlemen.” 
Stem emigrated to Brazil at 16 in 
1939 from Essen, Germany, with 
Jewish parents. Six years later, after 
prowling the mineral-rich Brazilian 
interior, he cashed in his only capital 
from Germany — a $200 accordion — 
and set up shop for himself. 
Today, at age 50 and a naturalized 
Brazilian, he rules over a string of 164 
boutiques, from the peak of Sugar I>oaf 
to Miami Beach and Dusseldorf. His 
diamond, 
topaz, 
emerald, 
aquamarine, amethyst and tourmaline 
displays also float on liners from IO 
nations, including Greece, Panama 
and Israel. 
H. Stem handles 70 per cent of 
Brazil’s semiprecious stones, and 
Brazil is the world’s foremost 
producer. I^ast year it exported $3.5 
million in stones, nearly 90 per cent of 
the country’s trade in that sector. 
Following a stone from the ground to 
a 
customer’s 
ring 
is 
about 
as 
complicating as tracing the minotaur 
out of his labyrinth. 
At 
least 
100,000 
toughened 
“ garimpeiros” 
or 
freelance 
prospectors, scrape Brazil’s gummy 
subsoil scattered from the northern 
state of Pianu to the cowboy state of 
Rio Grande do Sui. 
Until recently, Stern has shied away 
from investing in minesites because 
“ you get robbed blind.’’However, he is 
presently investing several thousand 
dollars in an emerald venture at 
Carnaiba, in the northeastern state of 
Bahia. 
Stem prefers to use his team of 
buyers — three Brazilian brothers — 
who have succeeded in developing the 
trust of garimperios and thus made 
him the leading broker in the interior. 
Thousands of his glossy cataloques, 
mailed to about 190,000 persons yearly, 
tell that emeralds are thought to bring 
safety in childbirth and signify 
kindness, that the violet amethyst 
protects you from the evils of drink, 
that brown topazes prevent bad 
dreams and that bluish aquamarines 
— in powdered form and diluted in 
water — cure laziness. 


Stem believes in the lore “ as much 
as I believe in horoscopes.” 
“ It pays to buy these stones in the 
rough, but you have to pay cash. Many 
of the smaller jewelers just don’t have 
the available money and buy the cut 
stones. We save 20-25 per cent of their 
cost.” 


Stem pays as much as $100,000 for an 
aquarmine that is sliced in thousands 
of pieces by his staff of craftsmen at 
their cutting wheels in 70 private 
workshops or on the 15 floors of his 
downtown Rio building. He also 
employes a staff of designers and a 
high-powered sales team. 
From the time it is cut, every stone 
is registered on computerized file 
cards kept over a year. The company 
stocks more than 50,000 photographic 
copies of the various models. 
Stern’s full-time designers also 
make one-of-a-kind jewels such as an 
enormous pink tourmaline ordered by 
an American to match her Cadillac, or 
a diamond and aquamarine-studded 
dog collar for a demanding Mexican 
customer.

Hit By Strike

Demanding a salary increase and 
greater benefits, 191 members of 
Teamsters Ix>cal IOO went on strike 
against the Kroger Company here 
Sunday. 


Early today strikers picketed most 
area retail Kroger stores and the 
company warehouse. 


Walter Dryden, Kroger Cincinnati 
division vice-president, said the 
company insisted on adhering to Phase 
4 controls. He said the company 
offered the union a 5.5 per cent in­ 
crease for the first year, retroactive to 
July I when the old three-year contract 
ended. Under the Kroger plan, wages 
would increase the first year from the 
present $5.13 an hour to $5.41 an hour. 
Third year drivers would make $6.07 
an hour. 


The local rejected the Kroger 
contract offer, 126-16. 
Bud Davis, local president, said the 
union is seeking a 13.5 per cent 
increase for first year drivers, 
boosting wages 69 cents to $5.82 an 
hour. 
“ Kroger drivers in Columbus are 
getting 46 cents an hour more than the 
people here,” Davis said. “ We want 
the 46 cents to bring us even with them, 
plus whatever increases are up there.” 
He said the union is also striking for 
better working conditions, medical 
benefits and Christmas and New Years 
Eve holidays. 
Davis said the Teamsters were to 
have met with other area Kroger 
unions

to

participation in the strike. 
The strike should not close any local 
Kroger outlets, Dryden said.

A full investigation by the gas 
company and the Indiana Public 
Service Commission was to begin 
today. 
Marion Policeman Dee Jones said he 
was dispatched to the neighborhood 
about 2:30 p.m. Sunday after residents 
reported smelling gas. He said he went 
to the area, then moved to another 
block where the odor seemed stronger 
and gas was “ bubbling up in the 
street.” 
Jones said he parked his patrol car 
across from the home of Ralph 
Huffman 
and 
radioed 
police 
headquarters for assistance. 
Just then, he said, the one-story 
house exploded. 
“ I don’t know how to explain it,” the 
policeman said. “The house just went 
down.” 
The blast killed Huffman’s wife, 


Hazel, 73. Huffman, also 73, was taken 
to Marion General Hospital where he 
was reported in fair condition today. 
The second explosion, about 20 
minutes later, demolished Clem’s 
home. He and his wife had left the 
house after the first blast. 
Clem, a Marion factory worker and 
candidate for county sheriff in 1970, 
said he was not able to salvage 
anything from the wreckage. 
A third house, on the other side of 
Clem’s, suffered minor damage from 
flying debris. 
About IOO persons who were 
evacuated were allowed to return to 
their homes about 41^ hours later.

Vietnamese government and the Viet 
Cong resumed the exchange of civilian 
prisoners today after a two-month 
delay, but a new controversy arose 
over the delivery of non-Communist 
foes of President Nguyen Van Thieu to 
the Communists. 


The first 107 men, women and 
children released by the government 
were flown from the Bien Hoa Air Base 
to Viet Cong headquarters at Loc Ninh, 
75 miles northwest of Saigon.

Some took the food. Others left it on the 
ground. 
The government had announced that 
Tran Ngoc Chau, one of Saigon’s most 
prominent politicians in the late 1960s, 
and other well known civilian foes of 
Thieu would be released today.

Shortly after Jamieson was swept 
into the cave, two park employes tried 
to save him, but they managed to get 
only 50 feet inside the cave and were 
pulled out by safety ropes. 
“ We felt just like fishing worms on a 
hook, spinning out of control, bobbing 
like a cork in the water," said James 
Richardson.

on donkeys, old, beat-up 
trucks, or just walk to reach 
the clinic. 
The 
present American 
doctor is Pittsburgh-born 
William Matthews, 42, 
of 
Winter Park, Fla. Unlike his 
predecessors, 
he 
is 
not 
allowed to make calls to 
surrounding villages because 
of a government ruling. He 
believes 
this 
ban 
has 
detracted from the spirit of 
the work. 
The earlier doctors, who 
left behind journals and log 
notes, skied, rode horseback 
or used jeeps to reach 
patients in remote villages 
who were too ill to be moved. 
The American staff at 
present 
consists of 
Dr. 
Matthews and two nurses — 
his wife, Marguerite, and 
veteran missionary Isabel 
Hemingway, 
cousin 
of 
novelist Ernest Hemingway. 
They are aided by a Turkish 
lab technician and some 
clerks and nurse’s aides. 
Dr. Matthews said the 
nature of the disease has 
changed over the years. 
Instead of cases of cholera 
and other epidemic diseases 
which were rampant in the 
past, the clinic now handles 
mainly chronic illnesses. 
As missionaries the doctors 
at the clinic have always 
concerned themselves with 
Sweeper, social problems.

PAPEETE, Tahiti (AP) - A Pan 
American jetliner with 79 persons 
reported aboard crashed into the sea 
north of the Papeete Harbor channel 
Sunday night. 


Four survivors were taken to the 
Papeete hospital, but one of them, a 
stewardess, died there. 


Three bodies have been recovered. 
The Boeing 707 jet crashed shortly 
after taking off for Los Angeles. 
Pierre Angeli, governor of French 
Polynesia, left by ship for the scene of 
the crash. He was accompanied by 
Aymar Achille Fould, secretary of 
state at the French Defense Ministry 
in Paris, who came to Tahiti for the 
French nuclear tests that started last 
weekend. 
The plane was flying Pan Am’s flight 


816, from Auckland, New Zealand, to 
I .os Angeles with a scheduled stop in 
Papeete. It crashed at 10:15 p.m. local 
time, or 4:15 a.m. EDT Monday. 
There were 69 passengers and IO 
crew members aboard.

The 29-year-old California lawyer 
read a tantalizing statement to the 
committee

many questions as it answered. But the 
senators recessed for the weekend and 
saved their questions for the opening 
session of the panel’s eighth week of 
televised hearings. 
Strachan said he told Haldeman 
more than two months before the June 
17,1972, break-in at the Watergate that 
the Committee for the Re-election of 
the President had a “sophisticated 
political intelligence-gathering 
system” with a $300,000 budget. 
He said he learned about the system 
from deputy campaign director Jeb 
Stuart Magruder, but Strachan swore 
that was all he knew about the 
espionage operation. Magruder has 
testified he told Strachan about earlier 
intelligence plans that had been 
rejected and gave him the details of 
the one that was approved.

Kaltenbach was committed to Lima 
State Hospital after being indicted on 
two counts of murder involving John 
Ozer and his wife.
